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"STANFORD'S RANCH 


EIGHT THOUSAND ACRES IN ONE 
FIELD. 


COLTS KEPT IN A KINDERGARTEN. 


Looking Through Senator Stanford’s Stable 
of Kunners—The Great Uni- 
versity Scheme. 


MENLO PARK, Cal., March 27.—[Special.}]— 
It is worth a trip tothe Golden Gate to see 
Senator Leland Stanford’s magnificent ranch—~ 
Palo Alto. 

There are 8,000 acres in the ranch, and every 
acre is as pretty and well keptas the neatest 
garden. 

The most interesting feature of the ranch, to 
the average man, is the trotting horse depart- 
ment. Senator Stanford now has about 600 
blooded trotters, including the colts. 

At the head of the list is the magnificent 
poven-year-old stallion, Electricity, the son of 
Electioneer. He is a magnificent dark brown, 
with a record of 2:22. Senator Stanford re- 
cently refused an offer of $85,000 for this 
horse. 

The greatest animal on the ranch for 
speed is the noted mare, Sunol, 
who has a_ record of 2:10). Sunol 
is, however, not a pretty piece of horse flesh. 
Her hips are large, almost to deformity, but 
that is evidence of speed. 

Palo Altois perhaps Senator Stanford's fa- 
yorite stallion. He has a record of 2:12}. 
There are scores of others with records from 
2:14 to2:40 and more and many promising 
colts. 

COLTS IN A KINDERGARTEN. 

About the ranch are many tracks for speed- 
ing and training. There are mile tracks, half- 
mile tracks, quarter tracks and even shorter 
ones for training the young colts. Indeed, the 
first lessons given the coltsis the most inter- 
esting sight about the ranch. On a track 
about an eighth of a mile around and covered 
by a shed, the colts are given their first les- 
sons. The outside of the track 
is boarded up to the roof, 
while on the inside there isa fence too high 
forthem tojump. The track is covered with 
the softest sod. On it the one-year-old and 
younger colts are given their first lessons in 
trotting. With nothing buta bridle without 
reins, they are turned into this track, one at a 
time. There are two men on the inside with 
long whips, who crack them and force the colts 
to speed around the track. By this means the 
natural trotting gait of the young one’s is not 
interfered with. A colt is not forced into un- 
natural action, but instead his gaits are 
thoroughly developed, and if there is any 
speed in him it is soon shown under this 
method. It is remarkable how quickly the 
colts learn just what is expected of them, and 
many develop great speed at one year old. 

A STABLE OF RUNNERS. 
’ Senator Stanford also has on another part of 
his ranch astable of noted runners headed 
by Racine, who leads the world’s record ona 
regular track. He will perhaps be run against 
Salvator’s record of 1:35 on a straight track 
this spring. 

There, on the same ranch, isthe great

isto “which Senator Stanford has given 
$20,000,000. The buildings are not yet com- 


pleted, although within less than a year the 
university will be thrown open. All the build- 
ings except the dormitories are but one story 
in height, of the Spanish type of architecture, 
built of stone, with heavy, decidedly slanting 
roofs. The dormitories are five stories each. 
The one for the boys is located a half-mile or 
more from that of the girls. 

Senator Stanford has also giyen several 
thousand acres of land to the university. In- 
deed, at his death, his entire Palo Alto 
property goes to the university. 
Itis his object to make it the greatest and 
most complete school in the world, and no one 
doubts but that it will be just as he wills. 

A TWENTY-MILLION MONUMENT. 

Senator Stanford had but one child, Leland, 
Jr., who died in Italy of Roman fever about 
two years ago. He was seventeen years of 
age, and was a wonderfully bright and studi- 
ous youth. The university is to be built as a 
monument to the memory of this son, whose 
body now lies in a magnificent vault near the 
coliege buildings. 

After a tour over the ranch and through the 
wine cellarsin which were a few bundred 
thousand gallons, the congressional delegation 
was entertained at Senator Stanford’s home 
by his brother-in-law, Mr. Hughes. The house 
isa perfect palace. Each room is finished 
in polished hard-woods of different va- 
rieties. The dining room is _par- 
ticularly handsome. The walls are 
of panels of polished cherry, while the 
ceiling is covered with beautiful raised Chi- 
nese papering. The furniture is of the hand- 
somest carved mahogany, while scores of brass 
and other metal plaques decorate the wall. 
Indeed, everything about the house is magnifi- 
cent. 

A lunch was served consisting of oysters in 


the shell, bouillon, frogs legs, chops, terrapin, 
asparagus, chicken with mushrooms, and vari- 


ous sweets and wines. : 
The drives about the ranch are lined with 
magnificent shade trees of many varieties, and, 
indeed, for grandeur, fertility and magnifi- 
cence there is perhaps nothing in this country 
to equal Senator Stanford’s Palo Alto ag 
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EIGHTEEN INCHES OF SNOW

THEY PACKED UP AND LEFT 


Because They Were Called Upon to Pay 
Back Taxes. 

Devrnu1, Ind... March 27.—Abner H. 
Bowen died here about a year ago, leav- 
ing $5,000,000, though he never paid taxes 
On more than a few thousand, the assessors 
being afraid to brook him. On his death 
the estate was moved on for back taxes. 
The heirs failed to agree on an administrator 
and the court appointed the county treas- 
urer, whom they fought until last Wednes- 
day, when the county moved that Bowen’s 
estate be taxed on $2,000,000 _per- 
sonal property. The heirs immediately 
began packing up their possessions. Trunks, 
Valises, satchels and boxes were brought 
into requisition and stored with notes, 
mortgages, bonds and stocks. With these 
in their possession the heirs departed on a 
midnight train. The widow is now in 
Urbana, Ill., Edward Bowen in Chicago and 
A. T. and Etta Bowen on their way to Phila- 
delphia. All have given up their residence in 
Indiana except Nathaniel Bowen, who retains 
real estate. When the announcement of the 
retreat of the heirs was made yesterday no one 
appeared more surprised than their attorneys, 
who declared that they had not received a 
hint of the intended flight of their clients. A 
bank owned by the family. isin the hands of 
the assistant cashier, and the depositors com- 
menced a run on it. 


NOT ON THE BILLS. 


A Tragedy in a Variety Theater at Spokane 
Falls. 

SPOKANE FAtis, Wash., March 27.—A double 
murder and suicide occurred early this morn- 
ing at the Casino variety theater. Charles 
Elliott, afaro dealer, who was occupying a 
box near the stage, drew his pistol and fired 
several shots at the performers. One bullet 
took effect in the left breast of Mabel 
Debabian, killing her almost instantly. An- 
other buliet lodged in the back of Carrie 
Smith, also a variety actress, inflicting a fatal 
wound. Elliott then placed the muzzle of his 
revolver in his mouth and blew his own brains 
out. His shots were intended for an actress 
named Lulu Durand, who was on the stage at 
the time, and of whom Elliott was insanely 
jealous. 


A FAMILY POISONED 


And a Divorced Wife Suspected of Having 
Something to Do With It. 

OmaBA, Neb., March 27.— What is suspected 
to be an attempted poisoning of the family of 
J. S. Hascall, a: prominent politician, was 
brought to light today. last Tuesday, while 
Hascall was away from home, five membets 
of his household were taken suddenly il) after 
dinner, and the next morning Emma Ander- 
son, his housekeeper, died. The others are 
recovering. The family kept the matter quiet 
until today, but the probabilities now are that 
the housekeeper’s body will be exhumed and 
an inquest held. Hascall is divorced from his 
wife, and it is alleged that the Anderson 
woman was the cause of the separation. Itis 
claimed that threats had been made that she 
would not die a natural death. 


NOW YOU SEE IT—-NOW YOU DON’T. 


Two Iowa Saloon Keepers Devise a Sharp 
Scheme to Evade the Liquor Law. 

Barnum, Iowa, March 27.—Two saloon 
keepers have a new scheme for evading the 
liquor law. During the holidays they had con- 
structed a saloon buildingin sections, so that 
it cogld be taken apart and stored away. Ke- 
cently the district court granted an injunction 
against the saloons, and the other night the 
proprietors took down their building and 
stored it away in a warehouse, so that when 
the sheriff of Webster county comes to serve 
the injunction he will find no saloon. 


BISHOP WILMER’S ILLNESS. 


His Son Summoned to His Bedside—The 
Bishop Very Low. 
WASHINGTON, March 27.—A telegram was 
received yesterday afternoon by Dr. William 
Holland Wilmer, of this city, from relatives 
in Mobile, announcing the dangerous illness of 
his father, Bishop Wilmer, of Alabama, and 
requesting him to come at once. He left at 
11 o’clock last night. Bishop Wilmer has not 
been strong for some time past, and a fatal 
termination of his illness is not improbable.

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| THE LONELY TRAMP 


PROVED TO BE 4 WELI-HEELED 
CONFEDERATE. 


THE GAME OF CARDS ON THE ROAD. 


An Arkansas Man Taken in by a Gang of 
Confidence Men, Who Are Now in 
Danger of the Rope. 


Fort Smiru, Ark., March 27.—[Special.]— 
Great excitement prevails in the town of Fay- 
otteville and surrounding country, over a rob- 
bery committed near there yesterday. A 
prominent Farmers’ Allianceman, William F. 
Dowell, was robbed of $3,000 by a gang of ¢on- 
fidence men, two of whom were captured Jast 
evening and now lie in jai] at that place. Zhe 
remainder of the gang} one of whom a 
woman, escaped. A mob, headed by a premi- 
nent Fayetteville lawyer named Jones, who 
carried a rope, would have strung them up to 
the nearest tree had they not been restrained 
by the authorities. The excitement still runs 
high. 

THE STORY TOLD. . 

The following story is related by Ed Staglin, 
of this city, who was one of four persons pres- 
ent when the prisoners told their story to the 
sheriff : 

Three nights ago two well-dressed men, who 
gave their names as Dr. Baker and Dr. How- 
ard, of Springfield, Mo., arrived at Fay- 
ettevills on the Frisco railroad, and 
put up at the Tremont hotel. They 
stated to various parties that they de- 
sired to purchase land in the neighborhood. 
They had about closed negotiations for Dow- 
ell’s farm, near the town, for $7,000, and on 
yesterday morning, accompanied, by Dowéll, 
were on their way from the latter’s ho to 
town, when a tramp came upon them. The 
latter said he was on his way to see his sister, 
who lived in the neighborhood, and was, he 
had learned, in destitute circumstances. He 
further stated that he had come from»Texas, 
and was better off than he seemed. Opening 
up his valise he exhibited to the astonished 
listeners a roll of greenbacks. Headded that 
he had lost $700 in town at a gameof cards, 
and proposed a game of poker to his com . 
panions, to which the Springtield pair con- 
sented, the latter losing $3,000 to the Texas | 
gentleman. 

THE MONEY CHANGES HANDS. : 

Representing themselves as out of cash and,’ 
wishing to recover theit losses, they asked’ 
Dowell for a loan of $3,000, and offered a 
check as security, the check being for $10,000, 
including the price of the farm. Dowell went 
to Fayetteville, and returned with the money. 

The game was resumed, when the tramp 
drew arevolver and covering the group de- 
manded their money. Their cash was sur- 
rendered and the tramp fled to the woods, 
and, asit afterwards turned out, took the 
train at Greenland, the first station south of 
Fayetteville, where he joined the woman con- 
federate. Dowell and his companions re- 
turned to the farmer’s home, the pair ex- 
pressing deep sympathy at Dowell’s loss, 
promising to make good the latter's loss in 
the morning. Taking dinner Baker and 
Howard drove to the town of Fayetteville. _ 

DOWELL GROWS SUSPICIOUGimiauh 

Dowell, whose suspicions were aroused by 
this time, followed them, and arrived in time 
to see his companions taking a hack for the 5 
o’clock train north. He sounded the alarm, 
and the pair were pursued by an excited crowd 
a mile intothe country, wnere they were cap- 
tured and taken back to town. 

THE CONFIDENCE MEN IN PERIL. 

It was with difficulty that the sheriff re- 
strained the crowd from hanging them. Baker 
confessed to the sheriff the well-concocted plan 
to rob Dowell, and promised to make good the 
$3,000 today, sending the following badly 
spelled telegram to Kansas City, Mo., where 
they stated they lived: 

Chestey no 9 main Street. Send $3,000, so soon 
as you Can anser. G. C. HAIGHT.” 

This was answered by another man, saying: 

Chestey out oftown. Send further particulars. 

To this Haight answered : 

Send Jackson with money at once.

They are given twenty-four hours in which 
to replace the money. Howard gave Baker’s 
real name as Jake Long, and the tramp’s as 
Hennessy. 

PURSUING THE TRAMP. 

Hennessy secreted himself in a water closet, 
after boarding the train at Greenland. When 
the train arrived at 5 o’clock, p. m., the officers 
boarded it, delaying it half an hour in search- 
ing for their man. The closet was broken 
open, and the tramp discovered. The officers 
were about to seize him, when a passenger, 
whom Baker stated was another cunfederate, 
stepped up and stated that the man had been 
on the train for’ several hours, and he was 
allowed to go. Afterthe train had gone, dis- 
covering their mistake, the authorities tele- 
graphed a deputy marshal at Rogers, several 
miles above, to hold him, but he had left the 
train at an intermediate station. The woman 
went further north.

IN EVENT OF WAR 


ENGLAND WILL PROTECT BEtl- 
GiUM’S NEUTRALITY. 


EGYPT ATTHE BOTTOM OF THE TROUBLE 


Between France and England Regarding 
Newfoundland—The Political Situation 
in Ireland—Other Foreign Gossip. 


Lontiow, March 27.—(Copyright, 1891, 
by The New York Associated Press.)—Lord 
Salisbury just before starting for San Remo, 
héld along conference with Lord Kuutsford 
and Mr. Currie, permanent secretary of the 


} foreign office. A work of supreme difficulty 


requiring most delicate handling was confided 
to Mr. Currie relating to the engagements of 
England to protect Belgium. King Leopold, 
during his recent visit, pressed for an answer 
as to what practical co-operation England 
would give under the existing treaty for the 
defense of Belgian neutrality in the event of 
war. Lord Salisbury, according to a report 
credited in the foreign office, promised 
English aid by fleet and a contingent of 
troops if demanded, to defend Antwerp, leav- 
ing the Belgian army free for defensive opera- 
tions in forts of the Meuse. 
WILL NOT LONG BE DELAYED. 

Something occurring behind the scenes of 
European diplomacy sharpens the apprehension 
that the final move in the long game, prelud- 
ing war, will not be delayed. Apart from the 
renewal of the concentration of troops on the 
Russian-Austrian frontiers and the carz’s 
demontrative friendship for President Car- 
not, it is reported that an agreement has beer 
reached between the French and Russian gov- 
ernments in regard toa simultaneous mobili- 
zation of troops and other movements in the 
event of war. The heads of European powers 
seem to be informed of the Prussian scheme of 
attack, which is likely to deciare itself in the 
autumn. 

BELGIAN NEUTRALITY. 

; The question of Belgian neutrality is ulti- 
mately associated with England’s attitude in 
isuch a conflict, and it will be Lord Salisbury’s 
} justification if the agreement with King Leo- 
| pold comes up in parliament. 

The presence of Lord Knutsford at the con- 
ference with Lord Salisbury was probably due 
to the relations of Newfoundland with other 
with France. Questions, of which 
notice has already been given in the house of 
commons, to be answered after the Easter 
recess, demand that the government explain 
whether or not tke fisheries trouble has become 
& mere pawn on the diplomatic chess board, on 
which English occupation of Egypt is king. 

Lord Knutsford damaged his reputation 
among the conservatives through his tactless 
treatment of the Newfoundland matter. He 
required coaching by Lord Salisbury, who is 
blamed in his own circle for allowing the 
colonial minister too free a hand. 

DILKE EXPLAINS THE SITUATION. 

Sir Charles Dilke, in an article written for 
tomorrow’s paper; discloses the source of un- 
@asiness prevailing among the ministerialists. 

“If,’" he says, “strange foreign arbitrators, 
picked up in the Russian foreign office and 
elsewhere, would, for political reasons, 
declare against us, then a modus vivendi 
under the Knutsford bill becoming an act, 
will have to be forced on the colonials 
by deeds of civil war. If Newfoundland 
was an American state, France would sell 
her rights in five minutes to the United 
States. She only refuses to sell them to Eng- 
land because she is irritated about Egypt.’ 

Dilke is right. ‘Inner official circles distrust 
arbitration. They fear the results of the pro- 
posed arbitration and know that the fate of New- 
foundland is interknit with the government’s 
Egyptian policy. 

THE IRISH POLITICAL SITUATION. 

Tim Healy was hopeful tonight that he will 
be able to go to Sligo Tuesday. The Parnell- 
ites got up a deputation of Sligo dock laborers 
in order to give their chief a chance to expa- 
tiate on his labor sympathies. Replying tothe 
deputation with an address, Parnell declared 
that ever since he was twenty-one 
years of age he had felt keenly for the cause of 
the laborers; that he had encouraged his own 
employes to form unions; that he never had 
any workmen in his mines who had struck, 
and that there had always been perfect accord 
between him and his employes. 

In a subsequent free conversation the mem- 
bers of the deputation acknowledged that 
their views had been changed, and they left 
Parnell, vowing that his candidate should be 
theirs. Michael Davitt will opportunely arrive 
on the scene tomorrow to dispel the Parnell 
glamor. 

WILL RESULT IN A SUIT. 

Healy’s accusing Parnell and Valentine 
Dillon of inciting the Dalton outrage will be 
the subject of an action to be brought by Mr. 
Dillon after the north Sligo contest has _ been 
decided. The general feeling is that Healy 
ought to have had substantial evidence before 
speaking. The language used on both sides is 
becoming utterly unrestrained. The Parnell- 
ite’s Dublin evening organ calls the McCarthy- 
ites ‘‘stinking carrion, floating on the stream 
of corruption.’’ It apologizes for Dalton’s at- 
tack on Healy as being provoked by 
“libelous work ‘conducted under eminent 
Christian patronage’”’ of priests. Practically the 
response to the continued abuse of their order 
has been to suppress the circulation of the 
Parnellite press. The leading Parnellite paper 
has lost over 5,000 clerical subscribers. 

Archbishop Walsh will leave Rome on 
Tuesday bearing the deliverance of the pope 
invoking the people to sustain the. church 
during her present trial. Com- 
munications wired tothe Vatican urged that 
the papal message be read in the churches 
Sunday prior to the Sligo election. But 
Archbishop Walsh, obtaining information that 
the district needed no external impulse to go 
solid against Parnell, has postponed announc- 
ing the message until his return. The secur- 
ing of Sligo will give a total to the nationals 
in parliament, counting John Dillon and 
William O’Brien, of fifty-two members 
against the Parnellites thirty-two. The funds of 
the national federation are daily increasing, 
while the Parnellite funds are nowhere. 

O’Shea Suing the Bishops. 

DUBLIN, March 27.—It is announced that Cap- 
tain O’Shea has brought suit against the Catholic 
bishop of Galway and Kilmacdaugh, Francis J. 
MacCormack, and against Canon John O’ Maho-

BURNING OF CORK COURTHOUSE. 


The People Cheered as the “Union Jack” 
Fell Into the Flames. 

Corx, March 27.—The courthouse was dis- 
covered to be on fire today while the judge was 
summing up the case against O’Brien, Dalton 
and others, charged with rioting ut Tipperary. 
Everybody got out safely. 

The fire was discovered by a barrister, who 
noticed the reflection of the flames on the giass 
dome of the roof. The court was packed at 
the time, and only the coolness of the judge 
and police prevented a panic. 

- Despite all efforts to extinguish the fire the 
flames spread rapidly and the building was 
soon all ablaze. The courthouse, includi 
the municipal counci! chamber and city/an 
county offices, was totally destroyed. in- 


nent {peril of a large party of bystanders. 
Some of the archives weresaved. Many docu- 
ments, some of them dating back for centuries, 
were destroyed. When the flagstaff which 
surmounted the building was burned away 
and the union jack fell into the flames, the 
onlookers set up a great cheer. The cause of 
the fire is attributed to a defective fine, which 
ignited the woodwork of the roof. The trial 
which was so rudely disturbed, will be re- 
umed at a later date. 


A SAD STORY OF THE SEA. 


The Wreck of a Norwegian Bark Near Cape 
Henry. 

NorFoikx, Va., March 27.—The Norwegian 
bark Dictator, from Pensacola, Fla., to West- 
hartlepool, England, laden with pine lumber, 
with a crew of fifteen and the captain’s young 
wife and little buy of three years, came ashore 
in a strong easterly gale this morning, four 
miles south of Cape Henry, and two miles 
north of Virginia Beach hotel. The weather 
was so thick that the vessel was not seen until 
9o’clock, and then she was in the breakers 
broadside on within a quarter of a mile of shore. 
The full crews from two life-saving stations, 
those of Cape Henry and Seatack, under com- 
mand of Captain Drinkwater, were promptly 
on hand and began firing lines to the ill-fated 
bark. The guns could not deliver the lines so 
far, though they were repeatedly fired. 

The ship finally succeeded in getting a line 
ashore tied to a barrel, which the surf carried 
to the life-savers. A breeches buoy was quickly 
rigged and sent tothe vessel, but unfortun- 
ately the bark’s crew were ignorant of its use, 
and rescue was delayed until Captain Drink- 
water, of the life-saving crew, wrote in- 
structions, put them in a bottle and sent it to 
the dictator by the line connecting the vessel 
with the shore. 

The men on board broke the bottle at once, 
as could be seen by glasses from the shore, 
and proceeded to carry out the instructions. 

THE FIRST MAN RESCUED. 

The first man was delivered ashore in eight 
minutes and seven others were rescued before 
sunset, four of whom came ashore in a life- 
boat, which was capsized, but the men suc- 
ceeded in reaching the shore in a _ half-dead 
condition, one man having his arm broken. 

During the entire day the ship rolled and 
pitched terribly, and made the work of rescu- 
ing the unhappy sailors exceedingly difficult 
and slow, as the life line would tighten or 
slacken in response to the motion of the vessel. 
Once the line broke with aman midway to 
shore, and he was hauled back tothe bark half 
dead. TheJline was mended, and the same 
man was safely landed. 

The beach was lined with people who had 
come from country houses and the hotel, and 
to the spectators the anxiety and suspense was 
awful, as they could plainly see the people on 
the bark and hear their constant cries for suc- 
cor. At nightfall there were still nine persons 
on the bark and among the number the cap- 
tain, his wife and little child. 

A BRAVE LITTLE WOMAN. 

The captain had urged his wife all dusing 
the day to take the buoy and come ashore, but 
she steadily refused, asshe would not leave 
her hysband and child, and only on could 
take the buoy atatime. The wife and child 
were already greatly exhausted, according to 
the report of the sailors. 

Tonight tlie work of rescue was coutinued 
and the captain, after vainly beseeching his 
wife to make the attempt for life, took his 
half-dead child and climbed into the buoy. 
The father reached the shore, but the son was 
lost. - It bas beer i ible to -get the

THE VESSEL WILL GO TO PIECES. 

Lloyd’s register gives the captain’s name as 
Jorgonson. The bark will be acomplete wreck, 
as she is fast going to pieces, and the sea is 
still tremendous. The chances are that 
by daylight tomorrow, there will be 
no vessel in sight and all 
remaining on board tonight will be lost. All 
that could be gathered from the half-dead 
sailors, as to the cause of the stranding of the 
vessel was that they did not know where they 
were, the sun not having been seen for four 
days. The apparently slow progress of the 
work of rescue is due to the fact that the 
lifeboat could not live inthe surf, and that 
the guns would not reach the bark, and that 
the crew could not use the breeches buoy un- 
til they were instructed from shore, which 
caused great delay. 

Later—The bark has gone to pieces and the 
seven that remained on her have been lost, in- 
cluding the wife of the captain. The captain, 
just before the ship went to pieces, sprang into 
the sea, with hisson strapped to his back, and 
reached the shore alive, but the boy was lost, 
making a total loss of eight lives. 


FINANCIALLY EMBARRASSED. (23

Falk & Son, large wholesale and retail dealers 
in clothing, are financially embarrassed. To- 
day the National bank of Savannah foreclosed 
on a mortgage for $19,000 and took possession 
of the stock. Other mortgages have been en- 
tered up, making a total of $59,200. One of 
these is a third mortgage in favor of 8. 5S. 
Solomon, of Charleston, for $15,000 
and there is one for $5,000 in 
favor of Moses Brothers. of Montgomery, Ala. 
There are other small claims held here and in 
New York that will probably run the liabilities 
up to over $80,000. The assets, consisting of 
stock and outstanding accounts, are estimated 
at about $60,000. The firm has always rated 
high until recently, and had an extensive bus- 
iness.

BUSINESS VERY QUIET AND HESITATING 


* 
Complaint of Slow Collections and Bad 
Weather—A Week of Unhealthy Spec- 
ulation—Flactuations of Prices. 


New Yorx, March 27.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade says: If the news is 
good news, as concerns the condition of busi- 
ness at this season, the outlook is fairly satis- 
factory. It is a season of transition and un- 
certainty, and every week that passes without 
distinctly untoward events brings closer the 
new and probably large crops of next summer, 
and lessens the chance that intervening disas- 
ter, financial, industrial or commercial, may 
prevent a revival of al! business. . 

Trade has been rather quiet‘and hesitating, 

a8 18 natural at this season, and there is rather 
more complaint of slow collections, but 
throughout the northwest bad weather and the 
bad state of country roads supply an explana- 
tion. Money is in fair and increasing supply. 
The outlook for coming crops continues ex- 
ceptionally good. 
It has been a week of unhealthy speculation 
in some products, owing to the desperate ef: 
forts of powerful combinations to force prices 
on which they can unload without loss. Wheat 
rose to 1167 on Monday, and at 115} is still 2 
cents higher than a week ago, sales here hav- 
ing been 73,000,000 bushels; and corn, with 
sales of 35,000,000 bushels, has risen 4? cents to 
784 cents, while oats, at 593 cents, are less than 
1 cent higher. Pork products advance, and 
coffee and oil a small fraction each, while cot 
ton 1s a sixteenth lower. 

The general average of prices reached its 
highest point this year on Monday, and though 
now a fraction lower, is still 1 per cent above 
last week, but manufactured products do not 
share in the advance, except in a few cases. 

EFFECT OF THE STRIKES. 

Threatened strikes in the building trades 
cause some uneasiness, and some strikes in 
textile works result, on the whole, unfavor- 
ably to employers, while some of the great 
coke producers have attempted to resume ata 
reduction of wages, the result being yet uncer- 
tain. This strike seems to have helped 
the iron interests by preventing a 
further decline, for though the 
brands are scarce, a reduction of 
$1 per ton was at one time imminent, but 
the market has a better tone. Rails are firm, 
but very dull, and manufactured products are 
on the whole, weaker. Copper is weaker, an 
tin steady, with lead ashade higher. Coal 
agents have officially changed schedules to fit 
the fact that recent quotations have been ficti- 
tious, and new prices are 15 to 25 cents higher 
than a year ago. Woo! is selling steadily— 
2,626,000 pounds at Boston, and a very large 
consumption of Australian is a surprise; it 
seems due in part to the bad condition of many 
western fleeces, butin part tothe fact that 
the home supply is marly exhausted. Carpet 
works at Philadelphiaare fairly busy and buy-

provided pensions for confederate veterans 
and their indigent widows, but it has also 
appropriated $10,000 for a veterans’ home 
at Little Rock. 

Virginia and North Carolina are already 
committed to the patriotic charity of pro- 
viding homes for their needy veterans, and 
in the near future every southern state will 
follow their example. 

Here in Georgia we have done well in the 
matter of pensions, and the state has an op- 
portunity of securing the Veterans’ Home, 
near Atlanta, by simply accepting it. Un- 
like Arkansas, the state will not have to 
make a heavy appropriation for the building 
and grounds, as they are tendered as a dona- 
tion. Theexpense of keeping up the insti- 
tution will, of course, be less every year, 
and in‘twenty or thirty years the property, 
greatly enhanced in value, will be available 
for any purpose the legislature may see 
proper to designate. 

That Georgia will take advantage of the 
generous offer made by the directors of the 
Veterans’ Home is not to be doubted. The 
men in gray never stopped to count the cost 
of taking care of us, and, now that it is 
necessary for us to take care of a few of 
them, the people of Georgia are not going 
to lag behind.

The movement in favor of Mr. Blaine, to 
which we have referred, has not taken 
shape, but it is under way. Meanwhile, we 
are given to understand that it is to bea 
dead secret so far as Mr. Blaine is con- 
cerned. He has nothing whatever to do 
with it, and he is to know nothing about it 
atall, Itisto be printed in the newspa- 
pers in advertising type if necessary, and it 
is to be talked of in the hotels and high- 
ways, but it is to be kept a profound secret 
from Mr. Blaine. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Blaine’s re- 
cent record presents a very pretty anchor of 
hope for the conservative republicans to 
cling to. He opposed the violent features 
of the McKinley law, he opposed the force 
bill, and he has invented a species of reci- 
procity which is just high enough in the air 
to be beyond the reach of critical and un- 
friendly investigation. As to the popularity 
of the two men there can be no comparison 
between them. Mr. Blaine has what his 
friends call ‘‘personal magnetism,’’ and he 
is very well liked even by his political oppon- 
ents. He is the most popular republican 
in the United States today, and he can get 
the nomination without lifting a finger. <As 
for Mr. Harrison, he has no friends except- 
ing those he has bought and paid for, and, 
in negotiating these purchases, he has made 
two enemies where he has secured one 
friend.

If so, the 
little contest that has been advertised will 
not come off.

MORE ABOUT TOBACCO. 


THE CONSTITUTION has received a number of 
letters in response to an editorial on the culture 
of tobacco in this state, which appeared in these 
columns recently. These letters show that inter- 
est in the subject is widespread; that the tobacco 
industry has taken firm hold in Georgia, and that 
tobacco growers ‘in other states are greatly inter- 
ested in the work which is being done here. 

Mr. H. E. Harmon, editor of The Southern To- 
bacco Journal, Winston, N. C., has had excep- 
tional opportunities for studying the advantages 
of the tobacco crop over cotton, or any other crop 
that thrives in the south, and he writes to say 
that he is fully convinced tobacco will grow just 
a8 well all over the upper part of South Carolina 
and Georgia as anywhere in North Carolina or 
Virginia. He says that he is certain that the cul- 
ture of the weed in this state will prove a blessing 
to the farmers, and for their encouragement he 
gives the following results of experiments made 
in eight counties in South Carolina where tobacco 
is being grown successfully : 

Mr. F. M. Rogers raised 25,000 pounds of leaf on 
twenty acres,and the entire crop will sell for 
$6,000 or over. 

Mr. P. Whipple planted ten acres and grew 1,500 
peracre. Sold his entire crop for over $200 per 
acre, and this 1s his first year’s experience. 

Mr. D. M. Smoot, of Darlington county, plarited 
five acres and realized $145 per acre for his crop. 
His yield was 1,240 pounds per acre. 

Mr. 8. B. Sessoms averaged 1,260 pounds per 
acre on his whole crop and sold for $185 per acre. 

Mr. F. M. Rogers, Jr., grew 35,000 pounds on 
twenty-five acres, the estimated value of which 
is $6,500, or $260 per acre. The cost of this crop 
was $2,150 all told, 

Mr. M. 8. Haynesworth sold the lowest grade of 
his crop this year for 12 cents around. In his first 
crop year before last he averaged 1,060 pounds per 
acre, and sold at an average of 1744 cents net. His 
tobacco cost him 744 cents all told. 

Mr. J. T. Rogers made an average this year of 
1,200 pounds per acre on twenty acres. 

Mr. D. M. Smoot makes a statement showing 
that he has made a net profit of $125 per acre on 
his entire crop. 

Mr. H. T. Harllee on his first year’s crop of fif- 
teen acres made a net profit of $700.

Mr. Wike, in his speech on the subject, 
quoted THE CONSTITUTION’S editorial in 
favor of taxing incomes, and not only en- 
dorsed it, but fully elaborated the views 
therein expressed. His plan is to raise at 
least $130,000,000 a year from incomes in 
excess of $5,000, and to reduce the tariff and 
extend the free list so that the farmers and 
industrial classes will bear a smaller share of 
the burdens of “taxation. The speaker 
showed that the income tax in this country 
as & War measure was successfully enforced, 
and the example of Great Britain was cited 
to prove the practicability and benefit of the 
measure as a permanent policy. Without 
this tax it is plain that there is no way of 
checking the rapid concentration of wealth 
in the hands of the few. On this point Mr. 


Wike said: 

If the facilities now afforded for the robbery of 
the people by the laws that require the poor to 
furnish the revenue for the support of the govern- 
ment and bounties to build up the fortunes of the 
rich, while the wealthy escape taxation, and thus 
securely and rapidly transfer the wealth of the 
eountry from the masses into the hands of the 
few, the advent of the billionaire will be quickly 
ushered in. Itis estimated that a person now 
worth $200,000,000 will in forty years be a billion- 
aire if his wealth increases at the rate of 4 per 
cent compound interest, which it easily may, and 
that on this hypothesis in sixty years there will be 
as many billionaires as there were millionaires 
twenty-five years ago. 

The accumulations of millionaires, however, are 
not made by interest, either simple ot compound. 
Twenty-four or twenty-five years ago Mr. Gould 
is understood to have first become a millionaire. 
The million that made him such at that time has 
in twenty-five years increased to $200,000,000—~— 
that wonld be at the rate of 20,000 per cent! 

If he had started twenty-five years ago with his 
present fortune and each million of it had in- 
creased at the same rate the original million did, 
he would now be worth $40,000,000,000, or about 
two-thirds of the entire wealth of the country. 

If every million of that $200,000,000 increases in 
the same proportion in the future that the first 
million has increased to this date, then, of course, 
in twenty-five years from now the amount of that 
fortune would be $40,000,000,000. 

It is not contended, however, that it will, but it 
is contended that the increase in the first million 
has not been circumscribed by rates of interest, 
but has been attained by one act of spoliation 
after another that has been rendered possible by 
the laws that facilitate the increase of fortunes at 
the expense of labor and smaller holdings; and 
these laws continuing to furnish these oppor- 
tunities for the increase of wealth, there need be 
no extended or remote limit set to the coming in 
of the billionaire, as he is liable to break in upon 
us at an hour we know not. Infact they may be 
reasonably expected in numbers within the next 
five, ten, or twenty years. 

The experience of the past is a sufficient 


warning. For each billionaire we may ex- 
pect to see a million paupers. It is right 
that wealth should bear the burdens of the 
taxation required to support the government, 
and it is a cruel injustice to allow those bur- 
dens to crush the classes least able to bear 
them. $2 

Sooner or-later this reform im taxation 
must come, and if congress holds back much 
longer the demand for state action in the 
matter will force it to execute the will of 
the people.

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“T was treated more like an snimal than a 
human being, and I want you to quote me as 
saying that the city prison is kept in a de- 


_plorable condition.” . 


The speaker was Mr. George Roberts, a well- 
known young Atlanta man. 

“I know what I am talking sbout,” he con- 
tinued, “for I have just been kept there for 
two days and nights on a trumped-up charge. 
My case was called today and was dismissed, 
nobody appearing against me.” 

Mr. Roberts spoke at some length about his 
treatment at the city prison. He claims that 
he was not allow for two days to make 
bond, though at any time able to do so. 

“In the first place,’’ he safd, referring to his 
case, ‘‘there was no occasion to lock me up at 
all. ITamasinnocentof any wrong a8 you 
are. I was walking along the street with my 
wife when Policeman Sheridan met me and 
told me they wanted me at the station house. 
I asked ‘him to walk on home with my wife 
and myself, saying that I would 
then accompany him to the station house. 
This he refused to do. When I 
got to the station house I asked them if they 
wouldn't detail a man to go home with me, so 
I could see my wife safely there, but this they 
refused also. Then they locked meup. They 
didn't tel] me what charge there was against 
me, but put me in a cell with a well-known 
citizen of Atlanta. There was one chair in the 
little cell and the gentleman I refer to occu- 

ied that. The cell floor was in a terribly 
filthy condition—so filthy that I couldn’t find 
a place to sit down there and I had to stand up 
all night. When my companion was released 
the next morning I got the chair; but they 
didn’t let me keep it long until they trans- 
ferred me to one even filthier. Finally I suc- 
ceeded in getting them to let me go with 
two well-known men, against whom there was 
a charge of gambling—and who by the way 
came clear. After awhile we were transferred 
to one that had been occupied by a lot of ne- 
groes and that was filthy. None of us 
could even sit down there. Now I claim 
that such quarters area disgrace to Atlanta, 
and that the worst sort of a criminal should 
not be putin such a place. Every man who is 
put in there isn’t a criminal by a long 
sight, and you can imagine—no you 
can’t either—how an innocent man would feel 
if put in such a place.” 

As stated, nobody appeared against Mr. 
Roberts when his case was called, the gentle- 
man from whom it was said that he had stolen 
some money saying he is satistied that Roberts 
was not the man who did it. 

There may be developments in this case yet. 

After being dismissed, Roberts tried toswear 
outa warrant for Officer Chandler, accusing 
him of stealing the money in question, but 
Justice Owens would not issue the warrant, as 
he was satisfied Roberts was actuated by spite.

After a several days’ chase Underwood was 
captured yesterday. 

The Capture in Calhoun. 

This dispatch from Calhoun announces the 

important fact: 


CatHoun, Ga., March 27.—{Special.J—E. A. 


Underwood, the man who killed A. H. Sayer 
in Atlantaon the 25th instant, was captured 
near Lily Pond, and near his home, five miles 
south of Calhoun, tonight just after dark. 

He was captured by N. H. McGinnis, sheriff 
of Gordon county, and a posse which had been 
searching for him since the killing. 

When captured, he offered no resistance. 
He was in nocondition to fight, being some- 
whatinjured by jumping from a freight train 
as it passed his home last night. 

He declined to talk about the killing at the 
jail tonight, but said he might say something 
in the morning. He gave no information as 
to the killing, when captured, farther than to 
say he was compelled to kill Sayer. 

Since the arrival of Sayer’s remains here, 
there has been considerable excitement over 
the killing and strong expressions of condem- 
nation against Underwood under THe Con- 
STITUTION's report of the facts of the murder.

William Latimer Wants $250,000 Damages 
for Alleged Breach of Contract—The 
Papers Served Yesterday. 


Papers were served im’ an important suit 


yesterday morning. 
The suit was brought in the circuit court by 


William Latimer, of Wilmington, B..®., 
against M. Frank, of Mississippi; A. E. Thorn- 
ton, of Georgia, and William Gilchrist and 
G. H. Smith, of North Carolina, for $250,000 


damages for alleged violation of contract. 

~ Mr. Latimer, in ‘his petition, sets forth that 
on November 20, 1888, Messrs. Frank, Thorn- 
ton, Gilchrist and Smith entered into a writ- 


ten contract with him as follows: 

We, the undersigned, M. Frank, of Colambus, 

Miss.; A. E. Thornton, of Atlanta, —", and Will- 
jam Gilchrist and G. H. Smith, of Wilmington, 
N.C., propose to organize companies to manu- 
facture pine fiber and bayying ; $100,000 cash to be 
raised to build and equip each factory, which shall 
be capitalized at § 300,000 each for the first ten 
factories, which are to be erected, if possible, during 
the year 1589; of which said capitalization Will- 
jaw Latimer is to receive $64,000, and we to re- 
ceive $36,000 for patent rights, and the parties 
who subscribe the cash to build the factories the 
remaining $10,000 in stock in each of the factories ; 
William Latimer to be president of each factory 
at a Salary of $100 per annum from each, if prac- 
ticable. The stock owned by William Latimer 
and by us, to be pooled and placed in the hands of 
a trustee; and no part nor all the stock so pooled 
shall be sold within two years. | 

The Pine Fiber mill, one now existing and the 
other being built at Cronly, N. C., shall be one of 
the ten factories. Of the $100,000 cash to 
be ased for this particular company, suf- 
ficient shall be used to increase the 
capacity of these mills to 2,000,000 yards 
of pine fiber bagging per annum. Of the balance of 
this amount one halt shall be retained for the use 
of the comeny and the other half shall be paid 
to the said William Latimer for his said plants. 
Should this pine fiber industry be developed be- 
yond the ten bagging factories above referred to in 
any manner whatever, we are to divide equally with 
William Latimer any profits that may arise from 
the use of the patent rights, whether the profits 
are in the nature of stocks,. royalties, permits or 
otherwise. On the above conditions William Lat- 
imer is to transfer to us all the rights, privileges, 

tents, etc., nowiowned by him or by the Acine 
Manufacturing Company, or hereafter to be ac- 
—_- but said rights, etc., shall be only for the 

nited States. 

This agreement was based on Latimer's 
being able to demonstrate upon the comple- 
tion of his mill at Cronly that the bagging 
could be made at a cost of 5 cents per yard. — 

The petitioner alleges further that on April 
13, 1889, an agreement was made between him- 
self and the aforesaid, by which Mr. Frank 
and his associates were to take possession of 
the Cronly property. For this they were to 
pay $5,000, which was to be repaid them with 
6 per cent interest, if after reasonable efforts 
on the latter’s part they should fail to prove 
the truth of Latimer’s claim that the fiber 
could be successfully made for 14 cents per 
pound, and the two-pound bagging at 5 cents 
per yard. 

Mr. Frank and his partners were to remain 
in possession of the mills until the question of 
the cost of production should be settled. 
When proof was furnished they were to 
organize a company, the capital of which 
should be distributed between Latimer 
and themselves. Latimer was also 
to be paid a sum of money 
equal to one-half of the balance left 
from $100,000, after the mills had been in- 
creased to a capacity of not more than 2,000,000 
yards of bagging annually. At any rate he 
was to get one-half of the amount left from 


$100,000 after an agreed increase of capacity“ 


had been made. 

Should Frank and his partners not prove 
the question in point, they were not to be cred- 
ited with the money expended by them in at- 
tempting todoso. The mills were then to be 
returned to Latimer. If they proved the fact 
they were to be credited with the amount ex- 
pended for machinery and fixtures in increas- 
ing the capacity or perfecting the mills. 

They were not to be credited with any sum 
expended for raw material, labor, salaries and 
fixed charges necessary in producing same. 
They were to jointly value the stock on hand 
(except matting), and Latimer was to get the 
amount decided as a value. 

He states further that on August 9, 1889, he 
and ‘“‘the aforesaid made a written agreement 
supplemented to the two previous ones and in 
final settlement thereof.’’ They agreed 
thereon to organize a limited liability com- 
pany will a paid-up capital of $10,000, with 
authority to increase to $1,000,000, Latimer to 
be president. 

Latimer agreed with the above-named 
parties to sell and convey to the new company 
the property of the Acme Company, and 
transfer also three patents for the treatment 
and manufacture of fiber from the pine tree 
leaves or needles. 

He agreed further that when the aforesaid 
company should be formed and issued stock to 
him, as aforesaid, he would sell to them $492,- 
000 stock for $20,000, payable part in cash, 
and part on the installment plan. 

The parties of the second part were to 
use all possible diligence to forward the 
scheme, and when the ten factories were 
completed the company was to be capitalized 
at not less than $2,000,000. One million of 
this was to be issued for the use of the patent 
right and for its use Latimer was to get 64 per 
cent and the others combined 36 per cent. All 
other profits, from the use or sale of the 
patents rights, were to be divided equally. If 
they were sold entire Latimer was to get 
ns ng cent of the proceeds and the rest 40 per 

He was not obliged to pay a cent to carry out 
the terms of the contract. Stock was to be 
held for two years, and not to be sold or trans- 
=e during that time except on a majority 
vote. 

The petitioner says he hascomplied with 
all his promises and agreements specitied in 
the three contracts, and that Messrs. Frank, 
Thornton, Gilchrist and Smith have failed to 
perform their part. He says that by their 

ailure to keep their agreements he has been 
damaged $250,000 worth.

THE EAST TENNESSEE STRIKE HAS 
FIZZLED OUT. | 


- 


A Two-Hours’ Strike at Rome Yesterday. 


Other Matters of General Interest 
to Railroad Men. 


The great strike on the East Tennessee 
didn’t pan out very well yesterday. 

The same crowd that tried to get up a strike 
here departed for Rome Thursday night as 
soon as they saw their efforts here ignored by 
the men. Yesterday morning they followed 
out the same tactics as here, and at 8 o’clock 
they had persuaded several firemen and brake- 
men to quit. 

Superintendent Beauprie had suspected their 
design, and, learning they had gone to Rome, 
he followed, arriving there at 10 o'clock a. m. 
He immediately called on the sheriff there and 
instructed him to arrest all of the disturbers 
who ventured on the road’s right of way. 

No one ventured. 

Mr. Reauprie then talked for afew moments 
with his men, and they quietly went back to 
work, after being idle two hours. 

He says his men do not ask for higher wages, 
but think they ought to have shorter hours. 
He admits there has been considerable delay 
in moving the trains of late, but says the road 
is doing everything in its power toclear things 
up, and will have it done in short order. 

So far as he knows there has been no 
trouble anywhere on the road except at Rome. 

He gives the following as a sample of the 
class of men who are raising the trouble: 

One day last week a man was seen going 
around with a petition for higher wages to 
which he was trying to obtain signatures. 

‘‘How long have you been on the road?’ 
asked the men. 

“Oh, I haven’t worked for them yet. I am 
waiting for you fellows to get bigger wages, 
and then I’]] hire out.” 3 


The following dispatch comes from the seat 
of the trouble: 

ROME, Ga., March 27.—[{Special.)}—The firemen 
and brakemen on the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad struck last night at 90’clock. 
The 8 o’clock north-bound freight was side- 
tracked at Plainville, fifteen miles north of Rome, 
This morning the sheriff of Floyd county received 
a communication from the officials of the East 
Tennessee in East Rome, asking for the sheriff 
and posse for prseecn. Immediately upon re- 
ceiving this Sheriff Moore with the posse went to 
the yards. Deputy Sheriff McConnell says that 
upon reaching the yards they found a large crowd 
ot men gathered there and considerably excited: 
that threats of violence were made if the au- 
thorities attempted to move the cars. Just after 
the sheriff arrived Superintendent Beauprie and 
counsel arrived anda parley was had with the 
men. An agreement was made that the men 
should resume work on the condition that their 
grievances should be investigated and that the Ist 
of April be given to the road to formally answer 
their demand. 

The Georgia Railroad Company is laying large 
steel rails on the track from Macun to Camak at a 
cost of $150,000. 

The creditors of the Decatur, Chesapeake and 
New Orleans railroad residing in Athens and 
Madison county, Alabama, have called a meeting 
of the creditors, to be held at Turner’s Mill, in the 
eastern part of the county, to take action in re- 
gard to thesale of theroad. They will send a 
man to Nashville to be present at the sale, which 
istocome off April 7th, to warn any and ail who 
desire to purchase the road that they will resist to 
death any effort to complete the road until they 
are paid. A large number of them have never 
given rights of way, and swear that they will die 
protecting their property. 


The increase in receipts of freight by the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus from its con-: 
nections and Chattanooga proper, for the month 
of February, was 115 per cent over the same month 
of last year. 


About $30,000 of the stock of the Americus In- 
vestment Company is held in Macon, says The 
Telegraph. This week this company will pay out 
$50,000 in cash as its semi-annual dividend of 5 
per cent upon its capital stock of $1,000,000. This
